NEW YORK 一 The Chinatown 
.School precinct，which includes 
Junior High 65 and School Dis- 
trict II may lose its Title I status 
asaresultofbudget cuts, accord- 
ing to Man Bun Lee, president of 
the Chinese Consolidated Benev- 
olent Association, on July 29， 


In 1965 Congress passed the 
Elementary-Secondary 了 ducation 
Act (了 SEA) which，through its 
Title I，would provide federal 
funds for economically disadvan- 
taged students, and in particular， 
to provide students 人 from low- 
income families free breakfast 
and free lunch. 

The Board of Education is cut- 
ting the budget for Junior High 
65 on the basis that not enough 
families are applying for the 
了 SEA benefits. Thirty-eight more 
famijlies are needed. 

WELFARE 

“We got enough poor families， 
but they'"d rather go to work and 
not apply for this welfare,” said 
school principal Frank DAmico 
in atelephone interview with 
了 ast/West.“We didq explain this 
to the Board of Education and 
apply not to have the budget cut， 
but we got iiturned down on July 
2. That is why we held a meeting 
again on July 29.… 


The school is already seriously 
understaffed and underequipped. 
Ithe budget is to be cut，special 
teaching aides and 20 teachers 
will be terminated.， The result 
would be classes of up to 30 stu- 
dents. The existing classrooms 
are not big enough to hold more 
than 32 pupils. In sum， the edu- 
cational institute would be shut- 
ting down，according to the Chi- 
natown Planning Council, 


Some 20 persons were present 
at the July 29 meeting with 
Helene Lloyd，representative of 
the president of the Board of 
Education, to discuss the cancel- 
lation of the imnminent budget 
cuts and to retain the school's 
Titie Istatus. Aside from Lee and 
DAmico, district superintendent 
of schools Barbara Weldon, assis- 
tant principals Milton Jones and 


Harry Klein，faculty and family 
deputies were present. 
ENDANGERED 

After a two-hour discussion， 
Lee affirmed that 这 the Title I 
status is going to be removed， 
Title VIHI，which provides federal- 
ly funded bilingual and bicultural 
education，will be directly en- 
dangered. 

Junior High 65 is obviously 
facing serious problems which 
directly affect the Chinese Ameri- 
can community. The Chinese en- 
rollment on October 31，1974， 
Was 69.1 per cent，according to 
DAmico- 

Lloyd said that she had tried 
many Ways to work out the 
problem. However，so far none 
has been acceptable. Neverthe- 
less, she is amenable to a recon- 
sideration of the situation. 


Lee said that the community is 
expecting a positive reply from 
the Board of Education before 
August 11. Otherwise，he said 
that some action will have to be 
taken towards this goal. 


APATHY 

At one point，Lee charged that 
the financial problems facing the 
bilingual education _ are .mainly 
due to the improper planning of 
the project, but that the apathy of 
the Chinese Americans towards 
education and educational insti- 
tutions may also be one of its 
Causes， 
- 了 or instance，he pointed out 
that less than two per cent of the 
families were present at the fac- 
ulty and family meeting on bilin- 
gual education at Junior High 65 
the previous night at the Chinese 
Consolidated Benevolent Associ- 
ation. He called on the elders to 
pay more attention to the educa- 
tion of the younger generation . 


“Ifthe parents don tcare about 
过 ,who is gOing to care about it2” 
said Lee. 

“There is no new development. 
We haven't heard anything from 
the Board of 了 ducation so far. 
But the Chinese said they will 
Support 过 up to the end,” said 
DAmico just prior to press time.

Texas 1ls second ($15,857,- 
249)，and New York third ($13,- 
734,651).， 了 Both California and 
New York are states with very 
heavy concentrations of Chinese 
Americans. A_ breakdown of the 
statistics according to ljanguage is 
not currently available. 


According to the 1970 Census， 
about five million youngsters 让 
this country come from homes in 
which the generally spoken lan- 
guage 1s other than English. 
While a number of these young- 
sters may also speak English， 
estimates based on a sampling ip 
Several states are that between 
1.8 and2.5 million need bilingual 
education . 

Bilingual education Uses two 
languages 一 English and the one 
the child uses at home 一 to de- 
velop listening，speaking，read- 
ing，writing，and other academic 
Skills. At the same time, the stu- 
dent learns about the history and 
culture associated with both lan- 
guages. 


AMoscome SuUpports

President Ford has indicated that he will soon sign a bill to 
extend the'Voting Rights Act of 1903 for another seven years. 
This bill 寺 enacted, will protect the rights of minority groups 
to register and to vote as well as encourage persons with lim- 
ited language ability to participate in government. 

This important legislation will benefit the minority groups 
of this nation，Chinese-Americans are especially Pleased 
that, for the first time, there will be bilingual election mater- 
ials for the votetrs. Without these matetials, many in the mil: 
nority groups have been, and will be, effectively barred from 
the voting booths. 

However，Frank Quinn,， deputy registratr of voters of San 
Francisco，made a statement which “laments”the eftforts 
and the costs of translating and Printing bilingual election 
material. Immediately following Quinn's statement, the 9an 
Francisco CAromicle voiced its opposition to the bill editor- 
ially August 1 .

The program，funded under 
Title 芭 of the Elementary and 
Secondary Education Act of 1965， 
as amended, is intended to help 
promote greater appreciation of 
our nation's multi-ethnic society， 
Its purpose is to encourage citi- 
Zens to learn about the nature of 
their own cultural heritage and to 
study the contributions ofthe cul- 
tural heritages ofthe other ethnic 
groups in this country. 

Of particular interest to the 
Chinese American community is 
the $40,000 grant to the Chinese 
Culture Center in San Francisco 
for its Chinese American Heri- 
tage Studies Program.

”companying the ladies who wore gold-threaded dresses were the 


spoiled sons of the noble class. They knew nothing of the suffering 
of the people. 了 Even after their deaths, they were preserved in gold 


， threads and green jades for eternity. Nothing could SuUrpass these 


nobles in their waste and reactionary behavior. The poet Tu Mu 
wrote the above lines to urge the young folks that they should study 


“hard treasure their youth, and strive to move Upward on a straight 


path . 
The father of our nation，Dr. Sun Yat-sen，organized the Chinese 


_Nationalist Party (人 MT)，advocated revolution，overthrew the im- 


perial system，rooted out feudal thinking，and cast out the noble 
class which harbored the gold-threaded dress generation.

KGO-TV Gives Gerri Lange the Brush Off

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The lead- 
off item of Herb Caen's column in 
the July 22 San Francisco Chron- 
icle came as quite a shock. 
“ABOUT TIME: Gerri Lange's 
Ch. 7 show,“About Time” (a hit 
with the minorities)，will go on 
for at least seven more weeks via 
tape 一 but it's about time some- 
one reported that she was fired 
two weeks ago. There IS life after 
termination. . . .” End of item . 

Lange，a black woman，was a 
popujlar television personality be- 
fore She was hired from local 
Channel 44 by KGO-TV about 
three years ago. The show she 
appeared on first on 7 was called 
“On the Spot”and then 过 was 
changed to “LI's About Time.” 
Three staff members of 了 ast/- 
West，including this writer，ap- 
peared on her shows，each on a 
different program . 

Russ Coughlan，general man- 
ager of KGO-TV (7)，told EXW 
that he disputed the Caen item on 
three counts. He said Gerri Lange 
wasnot fired, the show was not a 
hit with minorities, and it was not 
a minority show since it was a 
pubjlic affairs program. Coughlan 
Says Lange is technically still on 
the payroll since she is being paid 
for her taped shows. He likened 
her situation to Robert Young's 让 
Marcus Welby were cancelled. 
There are no plans for her in 
Channel 7 s future and Coughlan 
admitted that the action was 
tantamount to being fired . 

-BOMBS 

Coughlan conceded that public 
affairs programming normally 
but he 
claimed that the station was get- 
ting killed in the 7:30 to 8 p.m. 
Slot where “Time” was sched- 
uled. He says that only one ortwo 
per cent of the television sets in 
the Bay Area were tuning in the 
Show:

The latter suf- 
fered the indignity of being fired 
while on sick leave for an opera- 
tion. “My spirits were really 
beaten down,”Mack says.“They 
never gave me a reason.”

A haggle over the word “hegemony” is all that Prevents China and Ja- 
pan from putting an official end to almost a century of war and recrimina- 
tion . 

Negotiations on a peace and friendship treaty, which would be the first 
9ino-Japanese peace pact since 1895, are deadlocked over Peking's insis- 
tence that a clause condemning hegemony be written into the text. 

China makes no secret of the factthis is aimed at the Kremlin and Japa- 
Dese Fremier Takeo Miki has consistently refused to play the “hegemony 
game” for fear of damaging Tokyo-Moscow relations. 


Japanese diplomats say Miki might agree to a clause on hegemony 一 de- 
fined in Oxford English Dictionary as“leadership, predominance of one 
state of a confederacy 一 being written into a preamble to the treaty, buit 
he does not want it in the text. 

Tokyo, anxious for good relations with both its mutually hostile Com- 
munist neighbors, has become a valuable pawn in the giant Sino-Soviet 
chess game. 

Moscow has made it clear any anti-Soviet innuendoes in a Tokyo-Peking 


“pact would prejudice the chances of concluding the Japan-USSR peace 


treaty presently being negotiated . 

The government newspaper JIzvestia warned Tokyo to act with“the 
greatest circumspection”in developing its relations with Peking and ac- 
cused China of creating the “hegemony issue”to drag Japan into the anti- 
oviet camp and SoUr Russo-Japanese relations. 


It was onjly three years ago that former Japanese Premier Kakuei Ta- 
naka made his pilgrimage to Peking to establish diplomatic ties. The trip 
heralded a fresh start to relations and helped heal the wounds caused by 
Japanese imperialism，its seizure of Manchuria，occupation of most of 
China and indignities like the rape of Nanking.
